CALGARY WATER WORKS, 


Particulars of the Pumping Station and 
Machinery, 

It may interest our readers to 
learn some particulars in regard 
to the pumping station, which 
has just been located, and of 
the enginvs and pumps by means 
of which the town is to be sup- 
plied with water. 

The pumping station is located 
on the western end of thesouth- 
ern halfof block 11,Sec.16, on the 
southern bank of the Bow river, 
a little east of Bow-Marsh bridge. 
It will be a building about 70 x 
30 ft., divided into residential 
quartors (in the northern end) 
engine rooms, boiler rooms and 
coal shed. The quarters for the 
engineer consist of living room 
end kitchen on the first floor 
and two bed rooms over head. 
The engine room immediately 
adjoins; then comes the boiler 
room, with the shed for coal in 
the rear. The boiler room faces 
Reinach avenue, and the build- 
ing sets back about 30 ft. trom 
the street. The building is of 
very handsome design and will 
prove quite an ornament to the 
locality. It will be of stone, 
with massive walls and very 
strongly built throughout. Every 
means has been taken to secure 
isolation. The property around 
it and especially to the east has 
been mostly secured by the com- 
pany ; there is the Bow river on 
the north and west, and Reinach 
avenue on the south ; so that the 
building is safe from fire. The 
contract for the erection of the 
station building has been given 
to Mr, W. H. Cushing, who has 
already made the necessary ex~ 
cavation and will commence 
the erection of the walls at once. 
The building is to be finished 
by September, by which time 
the engines and boiler are er - 

eted here. The stone is from 

r. McCallum’s quarries. 

The pumping engines and machin- 
7" were manufactured by Or;born, 
Worswick & Co., of availton, 
Ontario. They are first clasy, in all 
respects, and probably the most 
perfect of any in operation in Gan- 
ada, having every modern improve- 
ment and every device for economiz- 
ing fuel that is known down to the 
day of their manufacture. The 
makers agree to erect them at the 
works and to run them for one 
month, Theengines may be thus: 
described :—No. 1 is a high class 
compound condensing engine and 
pump, having a high pressure cylin- 
der of 8inch diameter, a low pressure 
cylinder, 16 inch diameter, a water 
cylinder 8 inch diameter, all having 
a 16 inch stroke ; a crank and fly 
wheel engine with an easy capacity 
of 600,000 gals. per day, working 
against 100 lbs. pressure per square 
inch ; the governor to be controlled 
by the pressure in the air vessel and 
work the engine automatically, 
maintaining the pressure in the 
ar vessel at 100 Ibs per square inch, 
No. 2 is a compoun duplex 
pumping engine with high pressure 
cylinders of 10 inch diameter and 
12 inch stroke, a low pressure cylin- 
der of 18 inch diameter and 12 inch 
stroke, with an arrangement to 
admit steam direct into the low 
pressure cylinder when required ; 
the engine being capable of pump- 
ing easily 1,000,000 gals. per day 
against a pressure of 100 Ibs. per 
square inch, There is an indepen- 
dent air pump and condenser of a 
capacity to maintain a good vacuum 
in the duplex engine when the 
engine is working to its full capa- 
city. ‘There ar: an independent 
boiler, boiler feed pump of ample 
size, teed water heater, ete. 

There are two boilers, one 60 inch 
diameter, 14 ft. long, with 72 tubes 
of 8 inch diameter; the other 54 
inches in diameter and 18 ft. long. 
The shells are ot Siemens Martin 
Dalzell steel, 5-16ths inch thick, 
the heads being 3-8ths inch thick ; 
and double riyeted on longitudinal 
seams. There are 54 three inch 
tubes in the 54 inch boiler. 

The whole of the machinery is so 
arranged that either or both of the 
engines can be worked separately or 
together from either or both boilers.
